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18. (Unclassified - THW) LIAISON Called Ken McLean, Staff 
Director, Senate Banking, Housing and Urban Affairs Committee, to 
review with him just what is required to be provided, to the Committee.

I told Judy that we had prepared, an answer to the Congressman, but 
that the answer really only told them that the investigative and operational 
pursuit of spies within the United States was the responsibility of the FBI 
and that the CIA is not in a position to comment on the presence or activities 
of foreign spies within the United States. She thanked me for the call and 
said that they really should have sent the inquiry to the FBI. She said that 
she did not believe that a letter from us would be necessary.

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17. (Unclassified - THW) LIAISON Pete Burner, Senate 
Appropriations Committee staff, called to say that he was doing up 
some thank you notes to people he had contacted on his trip in January. 
He said he was forwarding them via the daily courier for delivery. 



19. (Unclassified - THW) LIAISON Jack Brady, Chief of Staff, 
House International Relations Committee, called and asked if we could 
get him a map by 16 February just like the one we had formerly given to 
Chairman Edward P. Boland (D. , Mass. ), House Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence. I told him we could accommodate his needs. 

20. (Unclassified - THW) LIAISON I called Ken McLean, Staff 
Director, Senate Banking, Housing and Urban Affairs Committee, and 
told him we had reviewed the enclosure to our 7 February 1978 letter and 
decided that all but one paragraph could be declassified. He said that would 

be fine. He had no problem with maintaining the classification on the one 
paragraph. 

21. (Internal Use Only ~ THW) LIAISON Hans Binnendijk, Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee staff, called saying that the paper he is pre- 
paring on the air balance in the Middle East does not quote CIA in any part. 
He added that one of the tables he was using on numbers did reflect CIA 
estimates and since he had promised to allow us to see those portions of 

his report containing CIA information he said he would send it to us for 
review. 
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I LIAISON Bob Andrews, Office 

of General Counsel/DOD, called in reference to the copies of the 
Memoranda of Understanding which we had sent to him and asked 
if these were agreements with oversight or non-oversight committees. 

I told him that they were with non-oversight committees but said that 
we could not tell him what committees the agreements were with. 

22 ° LIAISON Henry Myers, on the 

staff of the House Interior and Insular Affairs Subcommittee on Energy 
the Environment, called, alarmed at the fact that the statements of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission officials being recorded had been 
classified in part by CIA. He explained that this created a problem 
since the hearing scheduled for 23 February was to be in open session 
and that these statements had been intended for use in open session, 
and with some of the information being classified, they could no longer 
use the statements in open session. Mr. Myers' main concern was 
whether the classification of the information had been done by a senior 
official of CIA. I told him that it had been and in that light he asked 
if it would be possible to have the Director write a letter to Chairman 
Joseph M. Hendrie, NRC, reemphasizing that the information must 
remain classified. I told him we would prepar e such a letter. I passed 
this requirement on to | l /DDO. and a letter was 

prepared for Admiral Turner's signature and delivered to the NRC.

21. (Unclassified - ELS) LIAISON Met with Jim Bush, on the 
staff of the House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence, and Jim 
Taylor, Comptroller, on the CIA FY '79 budget presentation.
